TheOity department of the Young 
Men's Christian association is showing 
renewed activity. The attendance at the 
Sunday afternoon meetings is increasing, 
and the future of the organization has 
an encouraging look. At the meeting 
yesterday afternoon the attendance was 
larger than it has been for some time, 
a noticeable feature being the large num- 
ber of young men present. 


The services were conducted by Mr. 
C. B. Shivers, a young man who spoke 
earnestly and interestingly on the theme, 
"The Fruits of Faith," followed in the 
after meeting on the same line by sev- 
eral in the audience. 


Secretary Bower is putting the young 
men to the front and is selecting them 
to lead the meetings. 
The idea is prob- 
ably a good one and will result in giv- 
ing renewed interest and activity to the 
Y. M. C. A. work. Christian workers 
should interest themselves in the meet- 
ings and work of this association and do 
all they can to help it along. Its work 
in no way conflicts 
with that pf the 
churches. It is in fact a grand auxil- 
iary to them, reclaiming and converting 
young men whose names are afterwards 
enrolled on. the membership list of some 
one of the churches of the city. 


T H B U T A H 
C O m m i S S I O N . 


The annual report of the Utah com- 
mission has been received at Washing- 
ton by Secretary Noble. Touching the 
question of polygamy, the report says: 
Polygamy is not, at the present time, 
openly practiced, except in a few re- 
mote and out-of-the-way places, but the 
non-Mormon element insists that plural 
marriages are solemnized clandestinely 
and practiced secretly in the larger cent- 
ers, and throiighout the territory. 
This 
may ot may not be true. The commis- 
sion neither affirms nor denies it in the 
absence of positive evidence. 
Doubt- 
less many members of the Mormon 
church have never practiced and never 
intend to practice polygamy, and per- 
haps many of them, per se, do not be- 
lieve in the practice, but, from th^ stand 
point of their faith and creed, they ac- 
cept it as a revelation from G ^ , through 
the prophet, seer and revealer, Joseph 
Smith, ratified and approved by their 
great president, Brigham Young; and 
that whoever desires to do so should 
have the right to comply with this ordi- 
nance of the church." 


All laws forbidding the practice of 
polygamy, the report continues, the 
Mormons pronounce unconstitutional. 
There are grounds for belief, it is stated, 
that polygamy is still taught by the 
church as a saving ordinance, and that 
those who practice it are assured of 
higher exaltation in heaven than those 
who content themselves with one wife. 


Extracts are given from Mormon pa- 
pers showing that they still advocate po 
lygamy. 
That the teachings and prac- 
tice of polygamy have not been discon- 
tinued, as it is claimed by some, is 
proven, the report says, by the fact that 
since September 1, 1888, there have been 
in the territory of Utah 357 convictions 
for bigamy, adultery, fornication and 
unlawful cohabitation—only two for 
bigamy. 


"If plural marriages are now celebrat- 
ed," says tiie report. 
"It is done in the 
secret chambers t)f the temple. 
If 
polygamy is practiced it is with the 
secre<^ with which the burglar guards 
his house-breaking, and the thief his 
larcenies." Those who are convicted of 
polygamy segard themselves, and are so 
regarded by their Mends, as mariyrs, 
and think it no disgrace to be sent totiie 
penitentiary. 


The commission, in view of tiie pres- 
ent condition of the territorty as re 
gards polygamy, does not think that

Yesterday was a memorable one in the 
history of the I ^ t Baptist church of 
this city. 


It was the occasion of the laying of 
the comer stone of their enlarged house 
of worship on West Jefferson street. 


The edifice was built in 1867 during 
the pastorate of Bev. George Stevens, 
and although one of the largest Protest- 
ant 
churches 
in 
the city, it was 
too small to seat the 
congregation 
worshipping there. 


The improvements now being made to 
the church will cost $8,000, and the au- 
dience room, when completed, will seat 
1,600 people. It will be a handsome 
edifice and will be known as the "Tab- 
ernacle of the People," which inscrip- 
tion will be cut in stone and appear 
across the front of the building. 


The laying of the comer stone took 
place yesterday forenoon, commencing 
at 11 o'clock; 
The exercises were brief 
and interesting. 
After an anthem by 
the choir, prayer by the pastor and 
hymn sung by the congregation, an ad- 
dress appropriate to the occasion, "The 
Significance of Comer Stone Laying" 
was delivered by the pastor, Bev. S. A. 
Northrop, from the text, "What Mean 
Ye by These Stones." 


This was followed by the laying of 
the comer stone and depositing of a Bi- 
ble, articles of faith of the Baptist de- 
nomination, with names of the member- 
ship, the iTidiana 
Baptist, 
of Indianapo- 
lis, the Journal 
and Messenger, 
of Cincin- 
nati ; the 
Stcmda/rd, 
of Chicago, the

Appropriate words in behalf of the 
deacons were then spoken by Mr. E. G. 
Anderson, followed by Mr. A. H. Phil- 
ley. 
Mr. John M. Wort then spoke in 
behalf of the teachers, Mr. E. W. 
Lewis, superintendent, in behalf of the 
Sunday school teachers, and floral and 
fruit offerings for the corner stone were 
made by the Misses BeUe Johnson, 
Chrissie Davis, Addie Davis, Fanny 
Lowry and Eittie Polhamus, each of 
the young ladies accompaning the offer- 
ings with a few appropriate words, 
hymn by the choir, the doxology by the 
congregation and the benediction by the 
pastor closed the exercises. 


MSTOBY OP THE OHUBCH. 


The history of the Baptists in Fort 
Wayne dates back to 1820, when Rev 
Isaac McCoy, under the appointment of 
the Baptist Triennial convention, came 
as a missionary to the Miami and Potta 
watamia tribes of Indians, whose reser- 
vations were then located in this vicinity. 
In 1822, re-inforced by Bev. John Sears 
who came as missionary to the Ottawas 
he organized the first Baptist congrega- 
tion in Fort Wayne. 
It had on its 
membership roll the names of eight 
whites, two Indians and one black man 


This primitive congregation was short • 
live«i. 
Bevs. McCoy and Sears, as mis- 
sionaries, were called to other fields. 
The church work was left in charge of a 
brother 
of 
Bev. 
Sears 
and 
his 
death 
a 
few 
months 
af- 
terward led to a disorganization of the 
congregation, the members worshipping 
with other denominations. 
This con 
tinned until 1837, when the congrega- 
tion was reorganized with the following 
members signing the church roll: Bich- 
,ard Worth, Elizabeth Worth, John Faii-- 
field, Jane Fairfield, William Worth 
Sarah Swop, Hannah Worth, Meriam 
Sawtelle, Ann Archer and Elizabeth 
Morgan, to which list a few days after- 
wards was added several others, among 
whom was Ann Girrard. . 


Bev. Tinsdale was the first pastor. 
He was followed by Bevs. William Cor- 
bin and William Cox in short pastorates 
and in October, 1841, Bev. William 
GUdersleve was secured at^ a salary 
of $300 a year. During his ministry a 
frame church was built 
on a lot 
donated by Samuel Hanna, which was 
moved in 1846 to the lot at the comer 
of Berry and Clinton streets, Bevs. J. H. 
Dunlap, Oeorge Sleeper and H. D. 
Mason Irving as pastora in succession. 


In 1850 Bev. J. D. Meeson became 
pastor and afterwards calne Bev. U. B. 
Miller, C. W. Bees, Stephen Wilkins 
and in 1861 Dr. G. K. Stevens, under 
whose ministry, in 1867, the church edi- 
fice on West-Jefferson street, now being 
enlarged, was built. He was followed in 
1869 by Dr. J. B. Stone and in 1881 by 
Bev. Stephen A. Northrop, the present 
pastor. 


When Pastor Northrop came here the 
congregation numbered 190. 
To-day it

Every few days the question is put to 
our railroad reporter, "How is the Ma- 
honing railroad getting along?" 


It is a hard one to answer, for no per- 
son seems to know or is willing to give 
any definite information about it. 


The road has had a peck of trouble—a 
bushel of it in fact—in Ohio, and has 
been in the courts for months on account 
of its financial embarassments, but this 
dispatch from Ottawa, Ohio, is encour- 
aging and we give it for what it is worth: 
"The New York, Mahoning & Western 
railroad is finished in this county from 
the Hancock county line to Glandorf, a 
distance of over fourteen miles and the 
good work of constructing the track of 
the railroad goes bravely on and it will 
be finished to Fort Wayne, Ind., its 
western terminal by the last of Novem- 
ber at a cost of $60,000; the amount ex- 
pended for building the railroad through 
this county being $24,000, the distance 
of the railroad being twenty-four miles. 
It is a solidly built railroad and when 
finished it will shorten the route from 
Chicago to New York, 100 miles less 
than the other railroads. From Fort 
Wayne the New York, Mahoning & 
Western makes a connection with some 
other railroad which goes on to Chi- 
cago." 


Then here is another from Findlay, 
Ohio, which throws more light onjthe 
subject; "C. N. Haskell, of Ottawa, 
who is well known in Fort Wayne on ac- 
count of his connection with the Mahon- 
ing road, has commenced suit in this 
county against the firm of Johnson, 
Fellows & Co., of New York, for $31,- 
500. The plaintiff claims that when the 
above firm purchased the above road 
they agreed to pay off all indebtedness, 
and at this time the road owed him the 
above amount. The above firm is 
very wealthy one, and the suit will prove 
of great interest and be hotly contested.

The annual report of tho Utah ootn- 


miaiion UM been received at Washing- 
ton by Secretary Noble. Touching the 
question of polygamy, tho report says: 
"Polygamy is not, nt the present time, 
opsuly practiced, except in a few re- 
mote and ont-of-tho-way placet, but the 
non-Mormon element Inriita that plural 
marriages no solemnized clandestinely 
and practiced secretly in the larger cent- 
ers, and throughout the territory. This 
may of may not be true. The commis- 
sion neither affirms nor denies it in the 
abeenoe of positive evidence. Doubt- 
less many member* of the Mormon 
church have never practiced and never 
intend to practice polygamy, and per- 
baps many of them, per Be, do not be- 
lieve iu the practice, bat, from tim stand 
point of their faith and creed, they ac- 
cept it as a revelation from God, through 
the prophet, seer and revealor, Joseph 
Smith, ratified and approved by their 
great president, Briguum Young; and 
that whoever desires to do HO should 
have the right to comply with this ordi- 
nance of the church." 


All laws forbidding the practice of 


polygamy, tho report continues, the 
Mormons pronounce unconstitutional. 
There are grounds for belief, it is stated, 
that polygamy is still taught by the 
church as a saving ordinance, and that 
those who practice it are assured of a 
higher exultation in heaven than those 
who content themselves with one wife. 


Extracts are given from Mormon pa- 


pers showing that they still advocate po- 
lygamy. 
That the teachings and prac- 


tice of polygamy have not tteen discon- 
tinued, as it is claimed by some, is 
proven, the report says, by tho fact that 
since September 1, 1888, there have been 
iti tho territory of Utah 357 convictions 
for bigamy, adultery, fornication and 


1,000 people. It will be a handsome 
edifice aud will be known as the "Tab- 
ernacle of the People," which inscrip- 
tioii will be cut in stone and appear 
across the front of the building.
